Mr  Chairman,  Mrs  Alford  end  Gentlemen: 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1955* 

The  death  rate  was  higher  than  in  1954?  and  the  birth  rate 
slightly  lower.  Three  infant  deaths  and  two  stillbirths  were  reported. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  remained  low.  No  cases 
of  diphtheria  and  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified.  The  Plymouth 
Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Bude  in  February  and  held  sessions  for  the 
general  public,  A  summary  of  the  findings  of  the  survey,  for  which  I  am 
indebted  to  Dr  Geoffrey  Cheers,  the  Medical  Director  of  the  Unit,  is 
included  in  the  report. 

The  exceptionally  dry  weather  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year 
focussed  considerable  attention  throughout  the  county  on  water  supplies. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  Council's  decision  to  become  a  constituent 
member  of  the  North  Devon  Water  Board  is  a  wise  one  and  cannot  fail  to 
benefit  the  whole  district  in  the  course  of  time, 

I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mr  Poo,  the  Council's 
Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  the  valuable  assistance  he  has  given 
in  all  aspects  of  our  work,  and  in  the  preparation  of  tJxls  report. 

The  Council's  continued  interest  and  help  has  been  at  all 
times  an  encouragement  which  it  is  a  pleasure  to  acknowledge.

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Natural  and  Social  Conditions 


Area  (in  acres)  56,285.  The  Rural  District  of  Stratton  is  mainly 
agricultural  in  character  and  the  tourist  industry  in  the  coastal  area 
forms  an  important  part  of  the  community  life. 


Population.  The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  population  for  the 
mid-year  to  he  5 >3 20.  The  "natural  increase"  in  the  population  is  an 


excess  of  births  over  deaths.  In  1955  there  wore  77  deaths  and  73  births, 
4  more  deaths  than  births. 


Vital  Statistics.  It  is  important  that  too  much  weight  should  not  be 
attached  to  small  variations  in  these  rates  from  one  year  to  the  other, 
particularly  where  relatively  small  populations  arc  involved  -  attention 
should  rather  be  paid  to  the  trend  of  these  rates  over  a  period  of  years • 

Deaths .  The  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  District  for  the  year 
was  77.  The  crude  death  rate  based  on  the  mid-year  population  was  14,47* 
The  following  table  for  the  past  five  year’s  has  been  compiled  for  purposes 
of  comparison:  -

In  order  to  compare  the  mortality  in  the  District  with  the  mortality 
for  England  and  Wales,  it  is  necessary  to  make  a  correction  to  allow  for  the 
difference  in  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  two  populations.  This  is 
done  by  applying  to  the  crude  death  rate  of  the  Disti’ict  an  "Area  Compara¬ 
bility  Factor"  which  has  been  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  as  0.99 
for  this  District. 


The  standardised  Death  Rate ,  therefore,  is  14*32  which  nay  be  com¬ 
pared  with  that  of  11.7  for  England  and  Wales. 

Births.  The  number  of  live  births  assigned  to  this  District  wan  73  com¬ 
pared  with  86  in  1954*  The  rale  per  thousand  of  the  population  is  13*72. 
When  the  Registrar  General's  Area  Comparability  Factor  for  births  (l#3l) 
is  applied  to  this  figure,  the  Standardised  Birth  Rate  is  17*97  Tor  tliis 
District,  compared  with  15.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths.  There  were  2  stillbirths  during  1955* 

II 1 e gi t imat e  Births .  There  were  2  illegitimate  births  in  the  District  during 
the  year,  compared  with  1  in  1954* 

Maternal  Mortality.  No  maternal  deaths  were  recorded  during  the  year. 

Infant  Mortality.  3  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  were  recorded 
during  the  year.  One  death,  at  the  age  of  9  hours,  was  due  to  intracranial 
haemorrhage  associated  with  birth  injury.  The  remainder  were  due  to  Con¬ 
genital  abnormalities  and  occurred  at  the  age  of  3  weeks  and  1  month  res¬ 
pectively.

General  Medical  Services 


General  nodical  services  under  Part  IV  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  arc  provided  'by  medical  practitioners  resident  in  the 
district  and  in  adjoining  districts,  all  of  whom  undertake  maternity 
nodical  services. 


County  Council  Services 

I  lie al th  D ep artnent .  The  County  Council  is  the  local  health 

authority  for  the  purposes  of  Part  III  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946  and  provides  the  following  services  in  the 

district: 

(a.)  Midwifery  and  Home  Nursing:  Nurso-nidwives  are  provided 
to  attend  general  nursing  and  midwifery  cases  in  the  home. 

(b)  Health  Visiting:  The  nurse-midwives  act  also  as  health 

visitors  and,  with,  special  training  in  the  care  of  the  mother 
and  young  child,  arc  available  to  give  advice  on  health 
matters  in  the  home  or  at  the  clinic.  They  act  also  as 
school  nurses. 


Infant  Welfare  Centre:  A  fortnightly  Infant  "welfare  Clinic 
is  held  at  the  Castle,  Bu&c, 


(d)  Dental  Clinic:  Priority  dental  treatment  for  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  children  is  available  at  the 
Dental  Clinic  held  weekly  a.t  the  Castle,  Budc. 


Vaccination  and  Iairrun i s a, t ion :  Facilities  for  vaccination 
against  smallpox  and  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and 
whooping  cough  are  provided  at  the  Infant  welfare  Clinic 
or  by  the  supply  of  materials  to  the  family  doctor. 

Horn  Help  Service:  Home  helps  are  employed  to  provide 
domestic  help  for  households  in  certain  circumstances, 
a  change  being  made  for  this  service  according  to  the 
means  of  the  person  concerned. 


(g)  Anbulance  Service:  A  service  of  ambulances  for  the  con¬ 
veyance  of  sick,  accident  and  emergency  cases  is  provided. 
For  sitting  ca.ses,  utilecon  sitting  ease  vehicles  are  used. 
'When  appropriate,  some  such  cases  arc  carried  by  the  Hos¬ 
pital  Car  Service,  a.  voluntary  organisation*  Day-to-day 
administration  of  the  service  is  carried  on  from  the 
Health  Area  Office,  Launceston. 

(h)  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-care:  A  full-time 
tuberculosis  health  visitor  is  provided  for  the  care  and 
ajftcr-care  of  tuberculous  persons.  District  nurses  arc 
available  to  assist  in  the  home  treatment  of  such  persons 
when  required  by  the  Chest  Physician  or  family  doctor. 
Certain  special  investigations  are  carried  out  in  other 
types  of  illness  by  district  health  visitors,  wliile  health 
education  is  carried  out  by  the  County's  Medical  and 
Nursing  straff. 

Mental  Health:  The  County  Council  has  certain  responsi¬ 
bilities  in  connection  with  the  ascertainment  of  mental 
ill-health  and  mental  deficiency,  with  the  provision  of 
statutory  supervision,  etc.  for  mental  defectives  living 
in  the  community,  and  with  the  provision  of  after-care 
following  treatment  for  mental  illness.  The  Duly 
Authorised  Officer  for  the  district  works  from  the 
Health  Area  Office,  Launceston# 
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Education  D cpar  tmcnt :  As  local  Education  Authority, 
County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  School  Health

Canes  of  infectious 
disea.se  are  admitted  to  the  Scott  Isolation  Hospital,  Plymouth, 
and  tuberculosis  patients  to  Didworthy  or  T chicly  Sanatoria, 
Mental  hospital  accommodation  is  provided  by  St.  Lawrence’s

WATER 


The  year  1955,  with  one  of  the  lowest  rainfalls  on  record,  severely 
tested  the  water  supplies  in  this  area.  Although  at  times  anxiety  was 
experienced,  the  Council’s  policy  of  providing  piped  supplies  to  the  built 
up  areas  in  the  district  was  amply  justified. 


A  suggestion  for  the  formation  of  a  Joint  'water  Board  c apprised  of 
the  following  districts  was  put  forward  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  at  a  conference  held  at  Launceston  on  the  21st  January,  1955s 


Bodmin  Borough 
Bude/ Stratton  Ui"ban 
Pads tow  Urban 
Stratton  Rural 
Camelford  Rural 
Ykidebridge  Rural 

The  Council  carefully  considered  this  proposal  and  whilst  they  fully 
appreciated  the  need  for  a  comprehensive  water  supply  scheme  throughout  their 
area,  they  were  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  their  district,  on  account  of 
its  geographical  position,  could  not  be  successfully  merged  into  the  above 
Board. 


The  Council,  therefore,  approached  the  North  Devon  Water  Board,  with 
whom  their  district  has  a  common  boundary,  with  a  view  to  the  Council 
becoming  a  constituent  member  of  that  Board* 

After  consultation  with  the  various  Authorities  concerned,  thi3  has 
now  been  agreed  in  principle,  and  an  Order  is  to  be  promoted  for  the  inclusion 
of  the  following  eight  Parishes  in  the  North  Devon  water  Board’s  area:

Marhamchurch  -  Some  121  houses  are  supplied  with  water  from  the  Bud® - S tr at t on 
Urban  District  Council’s  main  supply.  The  quantity  is  adequate  and  the 
quality  satisfactory. 


Widemouth,  Poundstock  -  The  Widemouth  main  water  supply  is

During  the  summer  months  this  supply-  is  augmented  from  a  borehole 
which  has  been  sunk  by  the  Widemouth  Water  Company.  The  provision  of  this 
boreliold  materially  improved  this  supply,  and  the  only  complaint  received 
during  the  year  concerned  a.  few  houses  situated  on  the  high  level. 

103  houses  are  provided  with  a  full  main  supply. 


Bangers ,  Poundstock  -  The  main  water  supply  scheme,  which  is  derived  from 
a.  borehole,  was  laid  down  by  this  Council  primarily  to  serve  the  Council’s 
Housing  site  at  Bangors.  This  was  later  extended  to  include  the  ixx mining 
houses  in  the  hamlet  together  with  the  village  school#

The  supply  is  adequate  and  with  the  exception  of  a  small  iron 
content,  the  quality  is  satisfactory* 

22  dwellings,  school,  parish  hall,  Sunday  school  and  two  faros  arc 
supplied  from  tiiis  source* 

Killdiaopton  -  This  is  the  largest  village  in  the  Council's  area,  and  the 
water  supply  is  derived  from  throe  boreholes. 

Some  trouble  has  been  experienced  during  the  year  with  the  clogging 
of  the  pump  at  No*  3  borehole  due  to  the  free  oxidation  of  iron  in  solution 
in  the  water.  In  normal  tines  the  supply  is  adequate  end  the  quality  of 
the  water  is  satisfactory. 

There  arc  at  present  134  dwellinghouses,  two  schools,  Public  con¬ 
veniences  and  Parish  hall  provided  with  full  main  supplies,  and  a  further 
11  houses  continue  to  draw  their  supplies  from  standpipes.  Some  24  houses 
continue  to  use  their  own  priva.te  wells  • 

G-rimsc ott ,  baunc ells  -  The  water  supply  scheme  to  this  hamlet  continues  to 
give  entire  satisfaction, 

/in  adequate  supply  is  a.vailable  from  the  borehole  and  the  quality 
of  the  water  is  satisf actory* 


23  houses  have  been  connected  to  this  supply  and  6  connections  have 
been  ma.de  for  farm  supplies  * 

St*  G-cnnys  -  A  second  borehole  has  been  sunk  during  the  year  to  supplement 
the  existing  borehole  supply. 

This  second  borehole  has  produced  an  abundant  quantity  of  water, 
but  before  this  can  be  used  to  its  full  capacity,  treatment  works  for  the 
removal  of  iron  in  solution  will  be  necessary, 

Water  is  supr>licd  to  56  dwellings  and  2  farms. 

Yfock  St.  Mary  -  The  scheme  for  laying  1 325  yards  of  4"  and  3 51  diameter  spun 
iron  mains,  and  the  construction  of  overhead  storage  reservoir,  pumping 
plant  and  treatment  works  for  the  village  of  book  St.  Mary  has  been  completed 
during  the  year.  The  source  of  supply  for  this  scheme  is  a  borehole. 


Whilst  a.  full  supply  has  been  maintained  up  to  the  present,  this 
abnormally  dry  yean  iia.s  revealed  the  need  to  supplement  the  supply.

The  quality  of  the  water  is  satisfactory,  and  37  connections  have  been 


Woodford ,  Horwcns tow. -  The  supply  to  tiiis  village  is  derived  from  a  borehole. 
During  the  peak  of  the  drought  period  the  supply  fell  to  a  point  just  below 
the  demand,  and  some  carting  of  water  to  the  reservoir  to  supplement  the 
supply  was  necessary. 

The  Council  propose  to  sink  a  borehole  at  Shop ,  Morwonstow,  for  the 
purpose  of  supplying  this  hamlet,  and  at  the  same  time  to  supplement  the 
Y.oodford  supply  when  necessary. 

At  Y.oodford  33  dwellings  and  4  farms  receive  a  full  main  supply* 

Jacobs tovr  -  During  the  year  a  borehole  has  been  sunk  for  the  purpose  of 
Supplying  the  Parish  of  Jacobs  tow,  A  14  days'  continuous  pumping  tost  was 
carried  out  and  revealed  that  an  abundant  supply  is  a.vailable. 

The  quality  of  the  water  is  satisfactory,  but  treatment  for  tiie 
removal  of  iron  may  be  necessary. 

Generally  -  The  remaining  properties  in  the  district  derive  their  supply 
from  shallow  wells,  private  boreholes  and  springs. 

The  drought  conditions  of  1933  have  again  emphasised  the  great  need  for  a 
c  omprel  ions  ivc  wa. ter  supply  scheme  throughout  the  Council's  area. 
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Plumbo -  solvency  ?»  Hone  of  the  piped  supplies  in  my  Council’s  area  have  a 
plumbo- solvent  action. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEDERAGE 


The  Sewerage  raid  Sewage  Disposal  arrangements  in  the  district  are  as 

follows;-

Morvcnstow.  SeYTora.ge  raid  Sewage  Disposed.  Schemes  are  provided  in  the 
hamlets  of  Shop,  Woodford,  Woolley  and  Gooseham.  In  the  case  of  Shop  and 
Woodford  respectively,  only  partial  treatment  is  provided  at  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works. 


Kilkhampton.  The  new  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  for  the  village 
completed  in  1934  has  functioned  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year. 


Karhamchurch .  During  the  year  the  existing  sewer  has  been  extended  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  294  yards,  end  the  unsatisfactory  outfall  near  the  duller  *  a  Arms 
has  boon  abolished. 


Whit  stone.  The  hamlet  of  Boot  is  provided  with  a  Sewage  Disposal  system. 

Bangors,  Poundstock.  A  sa.tisf a.ctory  Scwcra.gc  and  Sewage  Disposal  system  is 
provided  to  this  hamlet,  and  also  serves  the  Council’s  housing  estate  at 
Dangers • 

Widcmouth  Bay.  Poundstock.  This  area  is  already  sewered  and  it  is  hoped  that 
when  the  existing  financial  restrictions  ere  relaxed  the  existing  treatment 
works  may  be  replaced  by  the  provision  of  a  sea  outfall. 

Trcskinnick  Cross.  Poundstock.  A  modem  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  scheme 
is  provided  to  this  small  hamlet. 

'Week  St.  Mary.  During  the  year  a  tender  was  accepted  from  Messrs  E*  Dennis 
&  Son,  Ltd.  of  £11, 229# 6.3d  for  the  laying  of  1260  yards  of  6  in. diameter 
stoneware  sewer  and  the  construction  of  Sewage  Treatment  Works  comprising 
Settlement  Tank,  Screening  Chamber,  Filter  Bod,  Humus  Tank,  Pump  house  raid 
Storage  well ,  and  Sludge  Drying  Beds, 

This  Scheme  is  now  in  progress  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  com¬ 
pleted  fairly  early  in  the  New  Year. 


North  Tamer  ton.  A  satisfactory  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  scheme  is  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  small  Housing  Estate,  the  school  and  a  few  adjoining  properties. 


A  second  scheme  to  serve  the  small  hamlet  known  as  Raggott  Hill  ha.s 
been  completed  during  the  year.  This  scheme  involved  the  extension  of  an 
existing  sewer  for  a  distance  of  I46  yards,  and  the  construction  of  a  small 
sewage  disposal  works  consisting  of  settling  tank,  filter  bed,  sludge 
drying  bed,  etc. 

Brockhill  Road,  St.  Gennys.  The  proposed  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 
Scheme  estimated  to  cost  £^,234  has  now  boon  approved  in  principle  by  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  The  Council  are  anxiously 
awaiting  permission  to  proceed  with  this  scheme  in  order  that  the  extremely 
unsatisfactory  sanitary  conditions  which  exist  in  this  area  nay  be 
eliminated.
